Carter lArab foreign ministers urge

CLEVELAND; Oct. 17 
(SPA) — <U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter telephoned King 
Khaied at the Cleveland Cli- 
nic Tuesday.

Secretary of Suite Cyrus 
Vance and Secretary of De- 
fense Harold Brown paid 
courtesy calls on King Kha- 
ied who is convalescing at the 
clinic following a successful 
heart operation. 


BEITEDD1N, Lebanon. Oct. 
17 (Agencies) — Arab foreign 
ministers Tuesday ended an 
emergency conference with a 
call for the authority of the 
Lebanese government to be 
strengthened as the basis for 
resolving the country's prolonr 
ged crisis. 

A declaration of principles 
issued after three days of in- 
tensive consultations also re- 
commended that the army be 
rebuilt and the powerful mili- 
tias disarmed, along with the

LONDON, Oct. 17 (H.) — 
Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ah- 
mad Zaki Yamani has said he 
would not be surprised it oil- 
exporting countries decided on 
a "reasonable increase" in oil 
prices from next Jan. 1. 

The basic oil price charged 
by members of the Organiza- 
tion. of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) has been 
unchanged since January, 1977, 
at J12.70 per barrel. 

Thirteen OPEC oil ministers 
are to meet in mid-December 
in Abu Dhabi to set OPEC 
prices for the new year. 

Sheikh Ahmad said Monday- 
night some OPEC countries 
including Iraq were demanding ., 
a very stzeabk? rise and would... 
think ii fair to double oil pri- 
ces. Other OPEC members 
are seeking a more modest in- 
crease. 

After delivering a lecture to 
the Confederation of Engineer- 
ing Institutions in London, 
Yamani said in reply to a 
question: “1 won’t be surprised 
- if in Abu Dhabi we decide for 
a reasonable increase.'' 

He said it was too early to 
say with certainty whether oil 
prices would be frozen at to- 
day's level or increased in 
1979. 

It was difficult to establish 
what he termed a fair price 
but the current supply and de- 


mand position suggested the 
need for a little adjustment in 
the short term. Sheikh Ahmad 
said. 

In the longer term a consid- 
erable price increase was ne- 
cessary to conserve stocks, he 
added. 

Some oil price increase was 
• necessary in the future to avoid 
a repetition of the major price 
explosion at the beginning of 
1974, he said. 

Id answer to a' question about 
political considerations in oil 
pricing. Yamani said there 
would be no link between the 
Camp David Mtcfcfle Ea^ 
agreements and OPEC’s deci- 
- sions. 

OPEC's secretary general AH 
JakJafi was quoted Tuesday as 
-saying that the organization 
will discuss the question o l 
higher oil prices in December. 

The Saudi newspaper "Al- 
Jazirah"- reported Jaidah as 
saying that current discussions 
among OPEC states "aim at 
correcting the price as a result 
of a fall in- the value of the 
TJ.S. dollar by between 10 to 
15 per cent.” 

Meanwhile in Caracas, Vene- 
zuelan Energy and Mines Min- 
ister Valentin Hernandez dis- 
counted reports that OPEC 
could divide if its members do 
not agree on a price increase 
at their December meeting. 


Jordan still silent 
on Camp David pacts 


AMMAN, Oct. 17 <AP>— 
Jordan announced no change 
in Its opposition to tbe Camp 
David accords Tuesday after 
King Hussein personally re- 
ceived the Carter administra- 
tion’s answers to 14 questions 
the monarch had posed re- 
garding the agreements. 

Sources here indicated 
Hussein would' study tbe an- 
swers and then consult with 
other Arab leaders and Pales- 
tinians from the West Bank 
of Jordan before responding 
to Washington. 

The American answers were 
delivered by U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold 
Saunders, who flew here on 
Monday in a renewed U.5. ef- 
fort to persuade Hussein to 
join Middle East peace talks. - 

During Tuesday's meeting at 
the Basaman royal palace, 
Hussein reportedly reiterated 
his unwillingness to join the 


ItaUas unless Israel withdrew, 
from all Arab territories as 
part of a comprehensive 
peace settlement that would 
include self-determination for 
the Palestinian people. This 
question bad touched on these 
Jordanian reservations. 

A delegation of Palestinians 
from the Israeli -occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip were ex- 
pected to arrive here over the 
weekend to discuss the latest 
developments with Hussein. 

The American replies, per- 
sonally approved by President 
Carter, were not disclosed. 

Saunders was to fly to Sau- 
di Arabia Tuesday night to 
deliver a copy of tbe U.S. an- 
swers to Crown Prince Fabd. 
Saudi Arabia, like Jordan, has 
expressed reservations over 
the Camp David agreements 
as not providing the proper 
framework, for a comprehen- 
sive settlement. 


South Yemeni officers 
seek refuge in Muscat 


MUSCAT, Ocl. 17 (R) — A 
74-member group of South 
Yemen security and militia of- 
ficers and their families has 
fled to neighboring Oman in 
'protest against political and 
religious repression as well as 
food shortages, Omani offi- 
cials reported Tuesday. 

One refugee, Muhammad 
Saad, was quoted as speaking 
of increasing Soviet control in 
Marxist South Yemen where, 
he charged, Muslims were not 
allowed to practice their reli- 
gion. 


South Yemen security police 
lieutenant, Bakhil Kandora 
Bakhit, identified os the leader 
of the group of 12 officers and 
their wives and children, was 
reported by tbe Omani offi- 
cials as. saying the group had 
fled because "tbe Aden regime 
had. become even more repres- 
sive since the reent coup.” 

This was a reference to the 
ovrthrow and execution in 
June of South Yemeni Presi- 
dent Salem Robaya Ali in an 
internal power struggle.

Carter re-enters peace talks

^Agencies; — ^resident Jimmy 
Carter stepped personalty into 
tne Miaeasi peace tarns lues- 
day, meeting separately at tne 
Wnite House wild tne neaos or 
tne tgypuan ana jsraeu dele- 
gations. 

Administration officials de- 
nied that Carter intervened in 
an eirort to overcome an 
impasse m ine tants, aitnougu 
toe pattern ot separate meet- 
ings was tne same as LQe pre- 
sident used at Camp David to 
try to bridge impasses there. 

“mere is no particular hur- 
dle. the president will review 
tne status ot tne talks, the pro- 
gress that has been made, and 
the differences that remain," 
said George Sherman, the otn- 
cial spokesman tor the talks. 

2 »nerman said progress had 
continued, and that the atmos- 
phere ot the talks was "very 
good." As usual, he re I used to 
discuss the details of the nego- 
tiations. 

Speaking privately, however, 
administration sources who 
were optimistic about wrapping 
up the talks on Monday said 
Tuesday they could make no 
predictions about when they 
would end. 

Sherman said that Egypt's 
Acting Foreign Minister, Bour- 
tos Ghali, had a three-hour din- 
ner Monday night with Israeli 
Foreign Minister Mosbe Da- 
yan. The two countries' defense 
ministers, Kamal Hassan Ali of 
Egypt and Ezer Weizman of 
Israel, also met briefly in the 
evening. 

But, Sherman said, those 
were the last high-level meet- 
ings between the two delega- 
tions, The meetings ai Blair 
House Tuesday morning were 
between tbe Americans and 
Egyptians and the Americans 
and Israelis. 

At Camp David, there was a 
similar pattern. After ihiiiaUy 
bringing the two sides together. 
Carter and the American dele- 
gation found that the best way 
to solve problems was to deal 
with each country separately, 
acting as an intermediary. 

Sherman refused to discuss 
the nature of the issues that 
remain unresolved. But he hint- 
ed ai what they might be when 
he refused to say whether pro- 
gress has been made on what 
he has called the "side talks 1 ' 
at Blair House. 

The so-called “side talks" in- 
volve the sensitive and intract- 
able issues of the West Bank, 
including Jerusalem, the Gaza 
Strip, and the Palestinians. 
American officials have always 
regarded those issues as more 
difficult to solve than the is- 
sues strictly between Israel and 
Egypt, most of which were re- 
solved at Camp David. 

Since Camp David, Egyptian 
leaders have indicated that they 
might insist on some progress 
on the West Bank and Gaza 
issues before they sign the 
treaty with Israel. 


The two aspects of ihe Mid- 
east problem were handled in 
separate frameworks at Camp 
David. President Carter's posi- 
tion has been that while the 
two parts are not legally linked, 
a connection exists, if only in 
the minds of the Camp David 
participants. 

On Tuesday informed sour- 
ces said the United States is 
actively supporting Egypt's ef- 
forts to link the West Bank 
issue with the peace treaty. 

The Israeli negotiators are 
strongly resisting any such lin- 
kage, Ihe sources said, but it 
was not believed the talks were 
b danger of collapsing. 

Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance expressed his support for 


the linkage of the West Bank 
question with the Egyptian- 
lsraeli treaty during a closed 
door meeting of the three par- 
ties late last week, the sources 
said. 

Ihe United States has pri- 
vately expressed to Egypt its 
disappointment with President 
Sadai's speech last week, in 
which the Egyptian leader said 
his country would not negotia- 
te on behalf of the Palestinians 
and Syrians. American sources 
sa!d.

AlAzhar Grand Sheikh 
dies following surgery 


CAIRO, Oci. 17 (AP) 
Sheikh Abdul Halim Mah- 
moud, grand sheikh of Al Az- 
bar and a leading religious 
figure for ihe world's 530 mil- 
lion Muslims, died Tuesday, 
his office announced. 

The sheikh of Al Azhur has 
traditionally wielded great in- 
fluence in Islamic affairs. 

Mahmoud was additionally 
respected because of his un- 
compromising stand on the 
Arab- Israeli conflict. He was 
particularly insistent thai East 
Jerusalem, occupied by Israel 
since 1967, be returned to 
Arab control. 

Mahmoud, M had a docto- 
rate in philosophy from the 
Surbonne in Paris and had 
traveled widely since his ap- 
pointment in 1973. 

Last November. Mahmoud 
visited President Carter in the 
White House and periodically 
exchanged messages wjih the 
late Pope Paul VI on Muslim- 
Chri.uian lies. 

A spokesman said Mah- 
moud died following prostate 
surgery late last week. There 
had been no word his condi- 
tion had deteriorated, and Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat sent a re- 
presentative to Mahmoud’s 


bedside at ihe weekend to wish 
him well. 

Mahmoud was spiritual lea- 
der of Al Azhar Mosque in 
Cairo, which dates back io the 
10th century and has been a 
seat of Islamic teaching almost 
since it was built. 

The mosque at present ad- 
joins Al Azhar University, 
which besides teaching Isla- 
mic doctrine also has facul- 
ties of engineering and medi- 
cine and is attended by stu- 
dents from all over the Isla- 
mic world. 

Mahmoud graduated from 
Al Azhar in 1932 as a “Alem” 
or religious teacher. On his re- 
turn from France, he became a 
u professor of philosophy AI 
Azhar. rising through the reli- 
gious institution until he was 
appointed Grand Sheikh by 
Sadat in 1973. 

Mahmoud supported Sa- 
dat's peace initiative with Is- 
rael but was a hard liner on 
Jerusalem, He was visited by 
a group of American rabbis in 
Cairo last spring, but their 
meeting went badly because 
Mahmoud demanded that Je- 
rusalem he regained.

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Englishman named chemistry laureate 


Nobel physics prize split among Soviet ?_ Americans 


SlUCKJtiOLM. Oct. 17 
(Agencies} — The 1978 Nobel 
Prize for Physics was Tuesday 
awarded one halt' to Professor 
Piotr Kapitsa, ot the Soviet 
Union and the other half 
equally between Ur. Arno A. 
Penzias of tne United Slates 
and Dr. Ruben W. Wilson of 
the United States. Dr. Kapitsu, 
at 84, is one ot Lhe oldest 
Nobel recipients. 

The Nobel Prize tor Chemis- 
try was awarded to Britain's 
Professor Peter Mitchell of 
Glynn Research Laboratories 
tor studies of biological energy 
transter in an area of bioche- 
mistry known as "bioenerge- 
tics.” 

Mitchell, 58-year-old research 
director in Cornwall since 1964, 
was cited by the Swedish Aca- 
demy of Sciences for “his con- 
tribution to tbe understanding 
ot biological energy transter 
through the formulation of tbe 
chemi osmotic theory." 

The chemistry prize rounded 
out this years Nobel Prizes 
with the United States once 
again dominating the held. Of 
a total of nine laureates in four 
categories this year six are 
Americans. Last year 5 out of 
10 recipients were Americans 
and the year before the U.S. 
made a unique sweep of the 
Nobel Prizes. 

Reached by telephone at the 
mansion which houses tbe tiny 
private laboratory , Dr. Mitchell 
announced himself “astonished" 
at the prize. 

The Nobel citation mention- 


ed Dr. Mitchells “chemiosmo- 
tic” theory. 

“It's a word which 1 inven- 
ted" said Dr. Mitchell "It 
refers to chemical activity in- 
volved in transformation across 
a membrane." 

Soviet Professor Kapitza, 
who shares this year's prize for 
his work in the field of low- 
temperature physics, is better 
known in the West as the 


chief scientist behind the So- 
viet Unions atomic and hydro- 
gen bomb programs. 

Although Soviet sources have 
declined to comment on his 
nuclear involvement, the pro- 
fessor was in 1970 reliably re- 
ported to have succeeded in 
producing a “tame** H-bomb, 
opening up the prospect of un- 
limited power for mankind. 

The discovery, aimed at solv- 


ing the problem of how to 
make hydrogen hot and dense; 
enough for a controlled ther- 
monuclear reaction, opened up 
the possibility of extracting 
cheap energy from sea water. 

Professor Kapitza worked at 
the Cavendish Laboratory in 
Cambridge, England, from 1924. 
to 1934, with a brilliant team 
.of nuclear researchers led by 
Lord Rutherford, the New Zea- 


land physicist who was the 
-first scientist to split the atom 
in 1918. 


Dr. Penzias and Dr. Wilson 
were honored for their dis- 
covery in 1965 of the back- 
ground radiation in the uni- 


verse, thought to be left over 
from the “big bang” which 
created time and space.

TORONTO. Oct. 17 (Agen- 
cies.) — Canadians Monday ex- 
pressed a strong protest against 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau's 
ruling Liberal Party in 15 by- 
elections for vacant parliamen- 
tary seats. 

The Progressive Conservatives 
gained five Liberal seats in 
Ontario and one in Manitoba, 
sweeping to victory in IQ of 
a record 15 votes in what they 
see as practice for next year's 
general election. 

Trudeau conceded that the 
setback in Ontario, generally 
regarded as the key to success 
in the next federal vote, was 
an expression of anti-govern- 
ment feeling. 

National Democratic Party 
Leader Ed Broadbent claimed 
the results showed Canadians 
were upset with the state of 
the economy. 

“It is an anti-Trudeau vote," 
he said.

3rd World news agency 
endorsed by study group 


LONDON, Oct f7 (AP) — 
The creation of a multinatio- 
nal news agency to improve 
reporting from Third World 
countries has been endorsed by 
an international task force. 

But the 18-member panel, 
funded by the New York Re- 
search Foundation the Twen- 
tieth Century, defended the re- 
cord of Western news agencies 
in covering developing coun- 
tries. 

Announcing the result of its 
year-long 50,000 study at a 
London news conference, the 
panel warned: "If any pro- 
gress toward better balance is 
to be made .one thing is cer- 
tain: It will not came through 
governmental intervention or 
control.” 


The panel was chaired by 
Francoise Giroud, former Fren- 
ch minister of culture, its m»in 
finding was that there is "a 
serious imbalance in the flow 
of information” from the Third 
World to the WesL This was 
not the result of “a political or 
economic conspiracy” but of 
history and technology. 

Western news agencies 
should not be made the scape- 
goat. “The agencies transmit 
daily a substantial amount of 
news about the Third World, 
but most of their copy is nei- 
ther printed nor broadcast.” 

Improvement would come by 
promoting awareness of the 
Third World in the West, not 
by increased government con- 
trol of news in Africa, Asia or 
isnirh America.

YEMEN’S ORDEAL 


President Ah Abdullah Saleh of North Yemen has sur- 
vived the first coup attempt against bis three-month old re- 
gime. He succeeded Ahmad Ai-Ghashmi, killed in a macabre 
assassination by a booby-trapped diplomatic bag from tfae 
rulers of neighboring South Yemen last June. Gfaashmi him- 
self had assumed the presidency upon the assassination in still 
more mysterious circumstances of his predecessor Ibrahim 
Af-Hamdi. 

The genesis of unrest in North Yemen may be looked 
for further south. The southern regime is avowedly Marxist 
and heavily supported by the Soviet Union, while the northern 
regime is Islamic, more liberal and democratic, and it preaches 
and practises free economic enterprise. 

In both internal policies and external allegiances, the 
two regimes could not be furtofer apart 'pie south looks 
to the Soviet Union for military aid, economic assistance and 
political support. The north is allied to conservative Arab 
states, receives substantial economic aid from these countries 
and adopts a policy of moderation in Arab and international 
affairs. 

At the same time, both countries are committed, at least 
rhetorically, to unity— although neither has publicly and ex- 
plicitly said how two so diverse regimes could unite and form 
one state, one people and one ideology. 

What would be tire ideology of the new unified state, 
Islam, or Marxism? Fuji state control of the economy as in the 
south, or a Jaissez-tfaire one as in the north? 

In private, leaders of both countries concede toat such a. 
maty, if it is to be peacefully realized, is an aspiration, that 
should. be® be left to craning generations of Yemenis. 

The South Yemenis are not envisaging outright invasion 
of the north for two good reasons. North Yemeni tribesmen 
are weH-annedl conservative, devoutly Muslim, fanatically anti- 
Communist. They are bound to descend on anv invadiae. 
forte. Secondly^ North Yemen’s neighbors wifl hardly stand idlyj 
by knowing that their turn will come next. 

So the alternative ties in fomenting trouble inside to 
weaken the government in Sanaa and to dissipate the country’s 
resources so toat it ultimately folk like a ripe plum. Fortunate, 
iy for North Yemen, it appears to be able to withstand ibis 
furtive and wefl-piarmed onriattgfa*-

Italian umbrage

ROME — 

The "historic comprise” 
which enabled the Italian 
Communists to coexist with 
the Christian Democrats In 
the ruting majority has come 
under severe strain, and early 
warning signs of anew political 
crisis have appeared as a re- 
sult The arrangement has 
come under attack from the 
right wing of the Christian. 
Democrats and from the So- 
cialist Party. And for the 
Communists themselves it has 
become a cause of internal 
dissension and— worse still — a 
vote loser. 

Opponents of the arrange- 
ment have no immediate 
hopes of ending it because 
there is no visible alternative, 
since the Christian Democrats 
cannot rule without Commu- 
nist support and the Commu- 
nists at present have no alter- 
native, since the Christian De- 
mocrats cannot rule without 
Communist support and the 
Communists at present have 
no alternative allies. Yet the 
majority has become sufficient- 
ly threatened fra President 
Sandro Pertini to have issued 
a discreet warning to Prime 
Minister Giulio Andreotti that 
the government’s resignation 
would not be accepted. If An- 
dreotti felt his majority bad 
disintegrated, he would have to 
go back to parliament and put 
it together again. 

The Socialists have launch- 
ed a systematic attack on the 
Communists, although both 
form part of the same majo- 
rity. They complain the Com- 
munist Party remains Leninist, 
at heart in spite of its continu- 
ed fidelity to the liberal tenets, 
of Eurocommunism. Bettino 
Graxi, the Socialist leader, has 
discovered, as it were a novel' 
ty, a "substantial incompatibi- 


lity between Leninist Commu- 
nism and Socialism as we see 
it” 

Craxi’s own lieutenants do 
not deny that the - attack is 
tactical, aimed at desta Wiring 
the arrangement between the 
Christian Democrats and the 
Communists, and weakening 
the Communists in the 
process. Socialists have alrea- 
dy begun to harvest Commu- 
nist votes in by-elections . and 
their sights are now set on the 
elections to the European Par- 
liament next June, when they 
hope to make a breakthrough. 

Graxi bas a handy ally in 
Amintore Fanfani, who leads 
a right wing group of Chris- 
tian Democrats — a faction 
which held a meeting recent- 
ly with the specific purpose of 
questioning the wisdom of the 
"common front” majority. 
Here, too, power rather than 
principle is at stake. Fanfani, 
who has been associated with 
his party's left wing in past 
stages of his career, is now 
seeing to promote the right 
wing at the expense of the cur- 
rently dominant group led by 
the party leader, Beaigno 
ZaccagninL 

How influential Fanfani’s 
■group has become was shown 
in the impressive turnout of 
ministers and party stalwarts 
at the Fanfani faction meeting 
and, even more significantly, 
by the narrow majority by 
which the Andreotti/Zaccag- 
nini candidate scraped through 
to election last month -as the 
party’s parliamentary leader. 

The three-way polemic over 
the Historic Compromise is 
rich in irony. Socialists are 
attacking the Communists 
"from the right and the left at 
the same time," as an inde- 
pendent senator put it. By cri-

Hie defendant proclaimed 
their innocence, but their spee- 
ches were cut short at the start 
of the trial by court president 
Muhammad Tabar Boulaaba 
el Fatimi.

Preventive detention in India

NEW DELHI— After an 

interval of only six months, 
detention without trial is to 
return to India. It had been an 
almost permanent feature of 
.the Indian system from inde- 
pendence until the overthrow 
of Indira Gandhi 18 months 
ago. Last March it was abo- 
lished by the Janata govern- 
ment to loud cheers in both 
houses of parliament. 

The gov ernmen t is bringing 

back preventive detention be- 
came in recent months crime, 
labor unrest, student disrup- 
tion and violent political pro- 
test have increased to an 
alarming degree. Confronted 
with this harsh reality, India’s 
new rulers have reluctantly 
concluded that normal laws 
are not sufficient. 

The decision was reached 
this month at a closed meeting 
of chief ministers of the coun- 
try’s 22 states. State ministers 
owing allegiance to Mis. Gan-- 
dlil or belonging to parties 
other than Janata subscribe to 


the consensus reached at the 
New Delhi conclave, though it- 
is almost certain that Mrs. 
Gandhi will make political ca- 
pital out of Janata s about- 
face on the issue. 

Partly for this reason and 
partly because It does not 
have a majority in the federal 
parliament's upper house, Ja- 
nata is advising state govern- 
ments to enact preventive de- 
tention laws of their own ra- 
ther than wait for New Delhi 
to pass an act covering the 
whole country. 

In the past only central laws 
have governed tfae country- 
wide operation of selective de- 
tention without trial. At first 
authorizing legislation had to 
be re-enacted every two years. 
Later Mrs. Gandhi passed a 
far more draconian measure, 
the Maintenance of Internal 
Security Act, popularly known 
as MISA

well aware thit it was the

In the Middle 
EasL a yoghurt drink is widely 
used for hot weather refresh- 
ment and has the added advan- 
tage of being good for the 
digestion. 

Iced Tea 

Use a good quality tea. Make 
a pot of stronger than usual 
tea and allow it to brew for a 
fuQ five minutes.

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Mexican oil and the United States 
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By J, F. Smith 

WASHINGTON— As the 

Arab oil embargo came to a 
dose five years ago, the US. 
Central Intelligence Agency 
circulated secret reports that 

Mexico harbored an oil bo- 

nanza of some 20 billion bar- 
rels — enough to reduce subs- 
tantially US. dependence on 
Arab oil. 

Last month Mexico's Presi- 
dent, Jose Lopez Portillo, peg- 
ged his country's passible oil 
reserves at 200 billions, an es- 
timate on which American oil 
experts concur. This would 
rank Mexico as a rival only to 
Saudi Arabia among the 
world's most oil-rich nations. 

Yet the significance of a po- 
tential oil colossus along the 
southern border of the United 
States seems to -have regjster- 
ed little impact on top Carta 


administration energy and for- 
eign policy makers. 

When asked at a press con- 
ference last month about the 
impact of Mexican oil fiods on 
the U-S. relationship with 
Arab oil-producing states White 
House National Security Ad- 
viser Zbigniew Brzezinski re- 
plied equivocally: 

“I don’t have a clear no- 
tion of how any potential de- 
velopments in the area of 
energy, in Mexico, will affect 
the world economic energy si- 
tuation. I don't have an in- 
formed judgment to make.” 
Nontheless. the National Se- 
curity Council staff, over 
■which Brzezinski presides, is 
working on a presidential re- 
view memorandom outlining 
a possible linkage of energy, 
trade and immigration poli- 
cies to encourage higher

“Mexico will he a big factor 
in the world oil market,” Ir- 
ving Trust vice president Ar- 
nold Safer predicted. “Mexico 
is already selling some oil on 
the Gulf Coast to US. mar- 
kets that is undercutting crude 
from Nigeria and the Middle 
East." 

Since the boycott the 
stated objective of U.S. policy 
has been U> reduce dependen- 
cy on imported oil, principally 
from the Middle East and 
other members of OPEC. 
Mexico has refrained from 
joining OPEC. 

But since oil prices quad- 
rupled in 1973 the trend of 
drilling and exploration in the 
less developed countries out- 
side OPEC, particularly Latin 
America, Africa and Asia, has 
drifted downward, according 
to a personal study just com- 
pleted by a U-S. Geological. 
Survey geophysicist, Bernardo 
Gross ling. Promising areas in 
these regions remain unexplor- 
ed, Grossling found. 

The richness of Mexico's 
promise is already being de- 
monstrated. Hydrocarbons — 
oil or natural gas— are being 
found in four out of every 
five wells drilled there as com- 
pared to one out of every five 
in the United States. Indivi- 
dual Mexican wells can pro- 
duce an average 20,000 barrels 
a day, the largest rale outside 
the Middle East, as compared 
to 16 barrels a day in the 
United States. 

Mexico is now pumping 1.3 
milli on barrels a day and is 
expected to nearly double that 


by the early 1980s, Producd&n 
could well go to four or five 
milli on barrels a day by the 
mid and late 1980s, according 
to State Department and Inter- 
national Energy Agency fore- 
casts. 

More importantly, the US. 
government and some major 
oil companies concede that if 
Mexico's reserves turn out to 
be in the ISO billion range, the 
country could join the ranks 
of major ml exporters pumping 
as much as eight million bar- 
rels a day in the next decade. 

But even if tbe oil in Mexico 
jumps to the top in tbe priori- 
ty lists of US. government 
policymakers there is no gua- 
rantee of access to the poten- 
tially massive tap. 

Unlike Saudi Arabia and 
Iran, the Mexican government 
has pursued a determinedly 
independent course of develop- 
ing its oil and gas riches. 

For one thing , it nationalized 
the American oil companies 
drilling in Mexico 40 years ago 
and turned over control of oil 
production to the state- run cor- 
poration Petroleos Mexicanos 
(Petnex). This means the major 
international companies such 
as Exxon, Texaco and Mobil, 
which share in production re- 
venues in the Middle East, 
would stand far less to gain 
in Mexico — if they were wel- 
come at all. 

Mexico has given tbe cold 
shoulder to overtures by die 
major international companies 
for offshore drilling conces- 
sions. “We discussed it at leng- 
th and we told them we app- 
reciate thrir efforts, but that

California oil

LOS ANGELES — Califor- 
nia's northern coast, presently 
untouched by offshore oil deve- 
lopment, promises to become 
the site of one of the bitterest 
struggles in the United States* 
long and quarrelsome outer 
continental shelf program. 

Oil companies have identified 
about 8.4 million acres of off- 
shore territory they believe 
suitable for exploratory wells. 

An announcement was made 
earlier this summer that the 
federal government was begin- 
ning tbe lengthy process of 
opening tbe north California 
coast to possible oil develop- 
ment. The federal zone begins. 
4.8 kim off the coast and ex- 
tends out to a maximum of 112 
kms. 

In all, 27 oil companies filed 
nominations with tbe US. 
Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM), the largest number ever 
recorded for a prospective fede- 
ral offshore sale. 

Not to be outdone, environ- 
mental groups and local gov- 
ernments filed a record num- 
ber of negative nominations-— 
or requests that certain areas 
be dosed to development In 
some parts of the region, areas 
with the highest number-; of 
positive 'nominations -overlay 
those with the highest number 
of negative responses. 
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The implications of such 
conflicts have led. both sides 
to expect what one environ- 
mentalist has called “a bloody 
war.” 

At stake js nearly 1,000 kms 
of die California shoreline, 
parts of it regarded as some 
of the most spectacular coast- 
line in the world. It includes the 
Big Sur area south of Monte- 
rey, the Marin headlands form- 
ing part of San Francisco's 
Golden Gate, Point Reyes Na- 
tional Seashore, and stretches 
of coast in Mendocino and Del 
Norte counties now almost en- 
tirely untouched by man. — *

by default but has now decided 
'to travel, spending time first in 
Yugoslavia, Tanjug said.

LUXEMBOURG. Ocl 17 
(AP) — Finance ministers of 
the nine European Common 
Market nations have welcom- 
ed the raising of the official 
value of the West German 
mark as a step toward mone- 
tary stability, but remain far 
apart on some aspects of the 
new European monetary sys- 
tem they are trying to desig n 
for launching next year. 

After a six-hour meeting 
Monday on monetary prob- 
lems, British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey 
said significant differences of 
opinion still remained on the 
new system, centering on how 
much money will be provided 
from a central fund to prop 
up threatened currencies and 
exactly how money from the 
fund will be available. 

Several monetary officials 
were confident that despite the 
problems, the system will still 
come into operation on Jan. i 
as anticipated. 

But West German Finance 
Minister Hans Matthofer, the 
chairman of the meeting, ap- 
peared to welcome rumors 
that the system would be de- 
layed. He said that the more 
unclear the situation is, the 
more difficult it would be for 
currency speculators to try to 
make profits from the system 
in its first period of opera- 
tion. 

The new system is designed 
to stabilize Lhe rates of Com- 
mon Market — and possibly 
other European — currencies 


against speculative pressure, 
using a joint fund worth more 
than $30 billion to defend 
their values. 

Healey said one of the dis- 
putes over the system pitted 
West Germany, with Dutch 
support, against the seven 
other nations over how much 
money from the fund would 
be immediately available to 
nations whose currencies fell 
under speculative pressure. Hea- 
ley said the Germans proposed 


516 billion or less, while the 
seven other countries warned 
at least $25 billion. 

The other dispute concern- 
ed how quickly and automati- 
cally the money would be 
made available when a coun- 
try appealed for help. 

MaUhofer said problems in- 
volved in changing the finan- 
cial laws ot member coun- 
tries to permit them to join 
the new system could also be

Death-tolls reported by Iran- 
ian media varied, but up to five 
people were reported killed in 
Dezful, three in Zanjan. one in 
Andimeshk and two in Minab. 

According to the “Kayhan” 
newspaper, five people were 
killed in the southern city of 
Kerman in fighting between 
armed groups for and against 
the Shah’s chief opponent Ayat- 
ollah Ruhollah Khomeini, who 
led the call for mourning and 
shop closures from his tem- 
porary home in Paris. 

In Andimeshk, an old man 
died of a heart attack while 
watching fighting between 
troops and demonstrators from 
the roof of his house, the offi- 
cial Pars news agency said. 

In Tehran, martial law au- 
thorities denied reports of da- 
shes and said there was no 
shooting.

Namibia compromise reported imminent 


PRETORIA Oct. 17 (Agen- 
cies) — Western foreign minis- 
ters and South Africa Tuesday 
prolonged talks on the future 
of South West Africa (Nami- 
bia) amid reports of a propos- 
ed compromise to salvage a 
U.N. plan for the territory 
and avert threats of trade 
sanctions against Pretoria. 

U.S. officials said it now 
was virtually certain negotia- 
tions would coutinue into an 
unscheduled third day.
